The thermometer is due for an¬ 
other week-end dip, according to 
Col. H. B. Hersey at the gov¬ 
ernment weather station here. 
The mercury will drop a bit from 
Its rather lofty position of the 
last few days, says the Colonel 
and the fair weather that has 
made October little short of mar¬ 
velous will continue Indefinitely, 
with no rain In sight. 


Reiponding to a petition of con¬ 
siderably more than a majority 
of the property holders in Brook- 
side Lane the City Council on 
Wednesday voted to strike out of 
the Canyon Park paving project 
a considerable portion of that 
picturesque mountain path. 

Also it agreed to change zone 
3 so that the cost of the paving 
of two miles of canyon roads 
would not fall so hea'vlly upon the 
taxpayers in the original Stiirte- 
vant Drive assessment district 
who paid for the paving of Stur- 
tevant Drive as far as It Is now 
pavecl^. ‘ 

Th@’’promised general protest 
against the whole paving project 
and the manner of levying assess¬ 
ments did not appear, while the 
Brookside Lane residents present¬ 
ed a formal petition of protest 
with respect to their thorough¬ 
fare signed by the owners of 574

Police Chief Warns Parents 
They Must Curb Their 
Children’s Activities 

Spooks, goblins, witches ’n 
everything will prowl around 
Sierra Madre tonight for the city 
is going in for a real good time 
in its Hallowe’en celebration. 

There will be no formal muni¬ 
cipal parade or celebration but 
invitations are out for more than 
a score of social events, many of 
them in costume and a number 
with most unique and original 
features. 

Elaborate celebrations have been 
planned at a number of the 
camps in the mountains, notably 
at Valley Forge Lodge in the 
West Fork of the San Gabriel and 
at Fern Lodge on Sturtevant 
Trail. 

To be sure there will be the 
usual masquerading and celebrat¬ 
ing in the downtown section by 
the younger generation and no 
effort will be made to curb the 
youngsters In harmless pranks. 
But Police Chief McMlllen posted 
notices announcing that the cele¬ 
bration must be kept within 
reasonable bounds. 

Three special officers will aug¬ 
ment the police force to protect 
property and the police notices 
announce that parents are held 
civilly liable for damage done by 
their children. Arrests will be 
made on sight, he said, for the 
theft of or damage to property 
or for any effort to barricade the 
streets. 

’’Property damage In Sierra 
Madre last Hallowe'en was less 
than for many years." said Chief 
McMlllen, "and with the coopera¬ 
tion of the parents we are confi¬ 
dent that it will be held to a min¬ 
imum tonight, though of course 
there will be no effort to curb 
harmless pranks and frolicking."

SPENDING^ $30,000/)00 WISELY 

With taxes mounting on every hand the average voter is likely to 
look askance at any proposition that smacks of bond issues or public ex¬ 
penditures out of the ordinary. 

But there are two bond issue propositions on next Tuesday’s bal¬ 
lot that are of tremendous importance and should not be unthin king ly 
opposed or neglected. 

The first, which appears as number One on the ballot, proposes to 
lend the State’s credit to the extent of $20,000,000 for the purchase of 
farms and homes within the State for war veterans. TTie money will be 
returned to the Commonwealth with interest. Not a penny will be added 
to taxes. Proceeds of the bond issue will go towards the purchase of 
real estote and will stimulate the market for building materials besides 
furnishing employment when it is sorely needed. It will put $20,000,000 
into circulation at a time when that is badly needed. 

Another $10,000,000 will be put into circulation by the success of 
Proposition No. 9 on the ballot. It proposes to extend the State’s credit 
in that amount for improvement of the State-owned haibor at San Fran¬ 
cisco. The money will be i*eturiied with interest from the harbor’s eani- 
ings. Not a penny will be added to taxes. The proceeds will go towai'd 
the purchase of materials and employment will be greatly increased. It 
will increase the State’s shipping and importance. 

There is also an economic side to the very last ballot proposition— 
No. 26, the Sunday closing or “blue law.” At a time when unemployment 
IS a matter of serious National concern it hardly seems reasonable to pass 
a law that would inevitably throw many thousands out of employment

Interesting Facts Revealed In 
School Census Just 
Completed 

A lot of interesting information 
concerning Sierra Madre was de¬ 
veloped in a cen;iU3 of the child¬ 
ren here between the ages of 3 
and 18 years, just completed by 
H. Clay Reavis for the county 
board of education. 

It shows a total registration of 
children between the ages indi¬ 
cated of 710- 351 boys and 349 
girls. Twenty-nine of this number 
—16 boys and 13 girls, were bom 
in foreign lands. 

Among the 710 are 47 Japanese, 
45 Mexicans and 43 of other 
races, with 575 whites and no 
Negroes. 

Of (the total registration 650 
are attending school under the 
regular schedule, 551 in the public 
schools as pupils in the grammar 
school here or the junior high 
school and college in Pasadena. 
Ninety-nine are enrolled in St. 
Rita’s parochial and private 
schools. 

Only 60 childreft between the 
indicated ages are not in school,. 
48 because they are not of school j 
age. 

There are 484 local children 
whose fathers were bom in the- 
United States and 226 whose 
fathers were born in foreign lands' 
—awhile 515 of the children have 
mothers born in the United States 
and the mothers of 109 were bora 
in a foreign land. 

Five hundred and seventy-seven 
children have fathers who are 
naturalized citizens of the United 
States and 585 have mothers who 
are citizens.

MORE ABOUT DESIRABLE 
HEDGE PLANTS— 

H eather win make a color¬ 
ful hedge in the winter when 
it is a mass of lavender-pink 
flowers. It should be trimmed or 
shaped up just after it has fin¬ 
ished blooming. It is best not to 
plant directly next to the lawn 
for there is danger of ite getting 
too much water, which will show 
up in yellowed leaves. 

Lantanas are one of our most 
colorful hedges. The drawf varie¬ 
ties are the best to grow as they 
are more compact. They will need:

j PLANTING TIME 

By Fred. C. MeNabb 
\ The garden seems never more 
beautiful than when the tulips 
' are in bloom. Their pageantry of 
color and graceful form create 
. pictures of beauty when judicious¬ 
ly planted. 

' For the milder climates of the 
Pacific Coast, those varieties of 
I tulips which are most success¬ 
fully grown are the late ones 
known as the Darw’in, Breeder, 
and Mayflowering or Cottage 
Tulips. 

Th Darwin and Breeder types 
are very similar, except that the 
Darwin are generally of self col¬ 
ors, while the Breeders include 
buff and bronze tones. The Cot¬ 
tage tulips include yellow and are 
distinguished by pointed petal tips. 

In climates where the ground 
freezes during the winter months, 
the top growth of tulips is wisely 
retarded by Nature, giving the 
bulbs an opportunity to produce a 
good root system. In warmer sec¬ 
tions deep planting will substitute 
for ground freezing, for by plac- 
bulb far enough below 
the surface, it is

Sixty Feet Undei^Qround 

In constructing the waterway, the 
largest of its kind ever undertaken 
by a single business concern, the 
engineers are burrowing sixty feet 
under ground for a distance of two 
and a fifth miles. They have gone 
under main highways, railroads, 
street car tracks, bridges, a ceme¬ 
tery and a creek. 

One of the most dlfllcult tasks 
was that ot tunneling under Baby 
Creek at a point which is crossed 
by a railroad bridge and where 
also a large sewer is under con¬ 
struction by the city of Detroit.
